2. The activities of the Office of Security during 
the week of 14 - 20 December 1978 were highlighted by the 
following items: 


a. During this reporting period 
representatives of this Office expended 
70 manhours in support to the House Select 
Committee on Assassinations. (U) 


b. On 18 December representatives of 
this Office, including the Chairman, Technical 
Surveillance Countermeasures Comittee (TSCS), 
attended a meeting of the Security Committee 
on Compromising Emanations (SCOCB). Discussions 
centered on the establishment of an audio 
countermeasures capability for the General 
Services Administration to enable that 
organization to serve civilian agencies 
as needed. (C) 


c. In connection with RY support, 
the Office of Security had one man assigned 
full time and one man assigned part time 
(eight hours) during this reporting period. (C) 
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ad d. During the period 13 - 15 December, 

an Office of Security team completed a detailed 
debriefing of William Kampiles. As a result of
